Again up for Discussion 
in 


Supreme Court

W ASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The entire 
tim e of the Schley court of inquiry to­ 
day was devoted to argum ent in 
A d­ 
miral Schley’s 
behalf. 
Immediately 
after the court convened at ll o’clock 
this morning. Captain P arker proceed­ 
ed with his address and he was follow­ 
ed w ithout loss Of time by Hon. Isidore 
Rayner, Admiral Schley s chief coun­ 
sel. 
Captain P arker took up the dis­ 
cussion of the subject where he had 
left off yesterday, concerning in turn 
the 
^connoissance of 
May 31, 
the 
coaling question and the battle of July 
3, including the loop of the Brooklyn. 
H is address of this m orning was com ­ 
paratively 
brief. 
Mr. Rayner 
began 
his speech with a discussion 
of 
the 
second specification of the precept re ­ 
lating to the circum stances attending 
the movements of the flying squadron 
off Cienfuegos and then proceeded to 
consider very briefly the cruise from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago which is cov­ 
ered by the third specification. 
He 
passed from these specifications to the 
sixth and went from th a t to the end 
of the list before he returned to speci­ 
fication one, reserving th a t 
and 
the 
fourth and fifth specifications for tile 
close of his argum ent. 
These latter 
specifications related to the Santiago 
cam paign and to the ( barge of diso­ 
bedience of orders and were reserved 
for the latter part of the speech be­ 
cause of their importance. 
MRS. DEWEY IL L 
Admiral Dewey announced privately to­ 
day that there would be no morning ses­ 
sion of the court tomorrow. 
Mrs. Dewey 
has been indisposed recently and the ad­ 
miral will devote the morning tomorrow 
to removing her from their home in the 
suburbs to their city residence. 
Captain Parker ta lk ed for 35 minutes 
and was followed by Mr. Rayner. He 
maintained that the b lock ad e of Santiago 
was effective. 
He defended Commodore 
Schley's reconnoissanco of May 31, say­ 
ing he had acted wisely in determining 
the actual conditions, in this line of pol­ 
icy he said that Commodore Schley's 
conduct was paralleled by that of Ad­ 
miral Dewey In Asiatic waters when the 
latter remained for several days in Mirs 
bay.

BURNINGJARBAGE 


The Costas Computed

The subject of Incinerating garbage Is 
one of 
teasing Interest. 
The 
fol- 
lowlng from the Trenton, N. J. Times 
casts some light on the subject: 
Since the erection and operation of 
Trenton's new crematory, much specu­ 
lation has been indulged In by the pub­ 
lic at large as to what It costs to run 
the plant. 
Until this time no exact or au th en ­ 
tic figures of the 
tunning 
expenses 
have been published and consequently 
nothing has been known of the cost of 
cremating the city’s garbage. 
The Times 
herewith 
furnishes 
Its 
readers with 
exuct 
figures 
obtained 
through City Clerk Murruy, Chairman 
of the Police Committee Berry, .Sup­ 
erintendent of 
the Crematory, 
Firth 
and Clerk of 
the Crematory 
D. 
V. 
Biles. 
These figures found below were ta k ­ 
en from the books ut the 
crematory 
yesterday afternoon by a Times repre­ 
sentative. 
They 
include 
the cost of coal, the 
cost of collecting the garbage, the pay­ 
roll, the umount of garbage consumed 
and the amount of coal burned. 
The crematory was first opened Aug. 
I and the folloAvlng 
figures 
Include 
the expenditures from that day until 
October 14. 


FIG U R ES IN DETIL. 
The monthly pay toll of the crem a­ 
tory am ounts to $480 and Is as follows.
